CHARGED WITH LARCENY

NVw York, Nov. 5.—Lawyer Thomas 
C, Campbell of th** finn of Campbell & 
Harte* of this city, aud formerly one of 
th, rno'f jmauinent lawyers in Hamilton 
<v>nnty. u., has been arrested on a bench 
warrant on a charge of grand larceny, 
Mr. Campbell was arrv'ted just after 
he arrived from Ohio, where he has 
been making sqreeche* in behalf of Re­ 
publican c< xtgresamen. 
He is a promi­ 
nent Republican and a member of the 
Union League and Hamilton and other 
clubs. 
Assistant District Attorney Grady, 
who has charge of the m atter, said that 
Campbell wa* charged w ith the larceny 
of property of Teresa and Georgiana 
Fcnneily of New Torte.
